THIRD SESSION. 


Moxoay, December 23, 1873, 


The House met at 2, pm. Hon. members 
were all present, with the exception of the 
bon. the Premier and Mr. Barnston, 

REPLY TO TH® SPRECH. 


Mr. Saal rose and said be bad the honor to 
meve a series of resolations, as the basis of 
the'reply to His Excellency’s speech. The 
resolutions were an echo of the speech which 
has already appeared in this journal. 

He (Mr. Saul) was gled the Governor’s 
speech touched upon all the most important 
matters affecting the country at the present 
time. It was s» matter of regret, he stated, 
that the Dominion bad not been in a position 
tO carry out the railway enterprise at the 
time promised, but it is to be hoped the work 
will Ge undertaken early the coming year. 
le was a matter of congratulation that his 

had seen fit to p-otest, on account of 
the noafulfilment of the bailding of the line 
of railway ; there is no reproach on the side 
of the Province, in regard to the terms of the 
contract. The House, be observed, should 
ba.pleased that a favorable proposition has 
beea arranged for the construction of the 
apaving dock, There is a probability that 
the requisite fands will be received in a very 
ebort time for the commencement of this 
work. The speaker went into detnils with 
regard to the financial aspect of the question, 
showing that the arrangement is one very fa- 
worable to the interests of the Province. 
Thea again, material aid is expected t-om the 
Admiralty. Mr. Saul next touched oo the 
question of openiog up the interior of the 
couatry with roads, as alluded to ic his Hon- 
cf’s speecb,—for the transport of live stock 
amd farm prodace to the seaboard. The

He regretsced be could not give the Gov- 
ernment a bearty support. Mr. Bunster went 
into a history of the Pacific Coast; our space, 
however, is not sufficient to give it room, 
but be Hlastrated bow thatagriculture hus 
always preceded railways. He referred to 
his own district, its progress during protec- 
tion. The district is now afraid of being 
glutted, and the crops can’t fiud a market. 
He next touched upon the snistake of accept- 
ing the Canadian tariff, which some members 
and their constituents dido’t understand. 

An allusion to two members ‘traitors”’ 
from New New Westminster district, was 
made, 

Mr. Hughes rose to complain. 

Mr. Speaker called the ' member Mr. Bun- 
ster to order. 


Mr. Bunster resumed, stating be felt rather 
sensible and a l:ttle bit nonoyed that the 
matter ef Protection was left out of the 
speech, and he hoped the Government would 
withdraw and amend it, [Laughter.] and 
then they would fiad in hima hearty sup- 
porter. If they dida’t they would probably 
find him ae opponent. Lower the price of 
lands he stated, and give itto settlers ; bring 
in a modification of the tar.ff, and they would 
do more to promote the interestg of the coun- 
try than anything else. (Hear, hear.] 


Mr. Holbrook felt that members were 
bound to pass remarks on different clauses of 
the speech, although it had beea preposed to 
take the same asa whole. With reference to 
the reservation of the belt of land up to Sey- 
mour Narrows, it struck the hon. member fer 
N. W. that the Gorerament of this Pre- 
vince were at:empting to force the railway 
via Seymour Narrows, ‘This the hon. mem- 
member contegded was wrong, epd would be 
very injurious to “the country, in fact if it 
should be decided (hat the railway sboold 
come in- thal direction the country at furgé 
woald be better withvut any railway at all.
